Mr. Hughes spoke on Canadian Kx- 
port Trade, ami rendered an authorita- 
tive address, drawing from his own 
personal experience for Illustrations. 

"The subject of Export ' Trade l« a 
great and important subject, and one 
which cannot bo done Justice In a short 
address," said Mr. Hughes. Thé neces- 
eity for Canada to face her tremcpdouH 
debt must be met solidly. Canada's 
expenditures are enormous and Kho 
must realize her responsibilities to tho 
fullest extent. , 

The one way to met these exigencies 
Is by Export Trade. Canada's natural 
resources must be exploited to tho full- 
est extent' and thus Increase her 
revenue. Selling goods back and forth 
in Canada does not tend to increase 
capital, whereas foreign export brings 
a natural increaso In revenue. 

Canada'e possibilities In this field are 
great. Europe is unable to supply her 
own needs and is turning to other 
countries to fill them. Canada should 
get her share of these orders. 

The unfavorable balance of trade 
with the United States prohibits great 
export there. Tho Canadian exporter 
loses money by reason of tho difference 
in exchange unless he demands pay- 
ment In American money. And as long

Approaching Elections 

We. have on more than one occasion insisted upon) the neccs- 
iity for a greater demonstration of interest on the part of the stu- 
ieht body in the administration of undergraduate affairs. Occa- 
. lionally there is criticism which in the majority of cases is unrea- 
sonable and is made without any actual realization ofjthc issues 
" mvolved. The truth of the matter is that comparatively few are 
concerned with questions relating to the student body as a whole 
and consequently arc incredibly ignorant concerning undergraduate 
institutions and what they stand for. 

In view of the fact that wc arc now on the eve of the annual 
flection of faculty representatives to the Council, it seems an oppor- 
tune moment to once more make an appeal for a more actual cen- 
on the part of the undergraduate body in matters pertaining 
administration of student affairs. We have frequently had 
occasion to score the man who is unduly free with criticism regard' 
*ng those who hold public office, and yet who is himself notoriously 
ipathetic itv matters relating to student activities. In our opinion 
the man who is first to find fault with the efforts of those elected 
to office and yet who failed to exercise his own right to vote or 
who, lacking the information which a very inappreciable effort 
•would have secured him, voted blindly and afterwards finds that he 
has made a mistake, and who, in spite of this neglect, vociferously 
deplores the inability of those in authority to manage things as they 
should be managed, such a man, we repeat, is worthy of very little 
sympathy. 

Now is the time to exercise your influence and your right to 
say who is to administer the affairs of the student body. If you 
arc guilty of neglect now it will be you and none other that are 
responsible for future maladministration if there is any. 

It is absolutely essential in the best interests of the undergra- 
duate body that the right men be elected to the executive. The 
year upon which wc arc about to enter involves great obligations, 
and responsibilities as well as great opportunities, and it behooves 
us to place such men in authority as will be most competent to cope 
with the problems and make the most of the opportunities which 
present themselves. 

Nominations for faculty representatives must be in the Secre- 
tary's hands on, or before, November' thirty-first. In other words 
there is no time to be lost. Interest yourself in what is being done 
in your faculty in connection with this important matter.

place to visit was the fruit exchange. " 
Here were displayed various kinds of 
fruit from tho tropic and temperate 
zones, each providing a leBson in the 
di fièrent methods of packing and grad- 
ing. Considerable time was spent In 
looking over the fruit but more so tho 
display of Canadian apples. These 
offered a special opportunity to com- 
pare somo varieties grown in the dif- 
ferent fruit sections, also the appcai-- 
anco of fruit after shipment, solving 
détecta in packing, being shown up 
which ultimately detract in the sale of 
tho fruit. The sales room was visited 
for a short period. This room pro- 
vided for us more of a study of the 
individual person than it did as re- 
gards fruit, the chief centre of Interest 
being the auctioneer. This august 
personage arrived on the scene with 
an armful of paraphanalla, consisting 
of a small hammer, pencil, paper, 
cough drops, bottle of water, glass 
tumbler and a lemon. With the last 
three mentioned he proceeded to make 
lemonade; which seemod more like a 
demonstration of the strength of le- 
mon juice. Cutting off one . small 
slice of lemon he put this in the tumb- 
ler, throwing the remainder away. 
Fmm 4his act onward, we wet's un- 
able to follow his actions and argu- 
ment, , He seemed anxious to tell us 
somethln, but in his anxiety his speech 
was so rapid as ot be unintelligible, 
also tho punctuations by raps of the 
hammer still further. 

Another interesting individual y<as 
noted in the crowd. ' This man would 
ovoko pity from the most hard-hearted 
individual as ho seemed to havo a 
message but could not utter 4 word.: 
His actions consisted of frantic mo- 
tions of the bands and head, also curi- 
ous passes over his shoulders. Much 
might be learned from this Individual, 
as we were told later that he could 
talk but preferred to make himself un- 
derstood to the auctioneer by these 

From the fruit exchange we hurried 
away to visit a few of the commission 
merchants, the two chief ones being 
George Vipond and Hart and Tuckwetl. 
Here we found an opportunity to study 
storage conditions. After dinner Mr. 
A. H. Walker took charge of tbo party 
and proceeded to show us two of the 
largest greenhouse establishments 
around Montreal. ' The first one visit- 
ed was Mr. Logarc, on the Cote des 
NeigeB road. Mr. Logare has a very 
large plant under glass, covering seve- 
ral acres. All kinds of vegetables and 
flowers grown under glass are to: be 
found here, but his chief specialties 
are lettuce, tomatoes, chrysanthemum 
and carnations. To glvo an idea* of 
his work, Mr. Legare informed us that 
he sold 75,000 mums this fall. 

After Inspecting Mr. Legare's place 
wo. went on to Mr. MclCenna's place, 
who does a wholesale and retail busi- 
ness in flowers. His finest plants 
being several varieties of cyclanen and 
azaleas. Owing to darkness coming 
on wo were forced to draw our visit 
to a close. Tbo time left to catch 
the fife-fifteen was very short, but by 
holding up a laundry van and com- 
mandeering It wc wore able, to ycatch 
the train at Westmounl. The stu- 
dents all agreed the day was . well 
spent, not only as a relaxation from 
the ordinary routine but from the val- 
uable information acquired.

IN YALE FOOTBALL

Reconstruction Of Graduate 
Committee and Resident 
Coaching: Staff p rg ;ed. 

Radical chances' in Yale's football 
system ara being demanded by under- 
graduates before another playing sea- 
son begins. There will be a series 
of conferences held by the studont 
leaders with Yalo Athletic Council and 
committees of that body. The changes 
will not be told in publio but will be 
quietly discussed by students and ath- 
letic officials. 

Several. coan«s .whlch.ai-e ddmaml- 
ed Indue— FirsL reconstruction of the 
membership of the Graduate Football 
Committee; Second, changes In the 
president resldont coaching- staff; 
Third, radical innovations in the sys- 
tem or physical supervision of the 
players: Fourth, alterations In the 
training table system; Firth, changes 
In the method or ticket distribution.

These are large Importing 
markets and will ba permanent if 
properly exploited. 

An example of the possibilities of 
South American trade was during the 
war, when South America turned to the 
t'nitcd 8tates for manufactures. Duo 
■to misrepresentation, the American 
"trad* .was unsatisfactory. Then the 
southern republics turned to British- 
made goods as their ultimate choies, 
because of the upright character of 
Brltith merchant*. Canada, as an In- 
tegral part of the BrtUwh Empire, 
shares tills .reputation, and It is her 
opportunity to use it to the fullest ex- 
tent.
